= During the cosmetology exam on February 7 at 8:00 a.m., A-7 cut his finger upon
completion of the hair shaping phase. He treated the injury with protective gloves by
administering antiseptic and a band-aid. The incident report was completed by
cosmetology inspector Brenda Morgan and witnessed by board member Veda Traylor.
